3. The consensus in Hong Kong is that the Chinese Communists are preparing 
defense positions on the Kwangtung coast, and not an offensive campaign* 


4* Lower-ranking authorities in Canton are agitating for the "liberation* 4 of Hong 
Xongj or at least for the looting of warehouses, but the movement is believed 
to be sponsored by labor leaders deported from Hong Kong and does not necessarily 
Indicate actual Communist policy*
